But behind these three crosses of 
our great crusade there is another, 
and all these proud symbols are but 
its pale shadow, Two thousand, years 
ago it stood darkly against Golgo- 
tha’s storm-swept sky—-a cross of 
sacrifice, and on it one Man suffered 
that all men might be free. 

That is the challenge facing us— 
the challenge of suffering that men 
may be free, Hope and human bro- 
‘therhood and freedom for all men 
everywhere—this is not a matter of 
little things and petty  self-denials. 
When we lift up our banners in this 
crusade, We also take up our cross,

There was drama in the simple an- 
nouncement that the hells of Britain 
would ring again, after their long and 
meaningful silence, to call to prayer 
and thanksgiving for the victory in 
Africa, But Americans who heard the 
bells, ringing across the waves, on 
Sunday had an even more moving ex- 
perience. From London, from Scot- 
land, from Northern Ireland, from 
Wales, from a little Lancashire town 
came the joyous peals, each with ita 
individual accent to tell of some fact 
of British life, each with historic 
associations grown richer and more 
majestic through the tragedy and 
courage of the last few years, And 
at the end, fittingly, the deep voice 
‘of Coventry's surviving tower chant- 
ed “O God, our help in ages past.”— 
« It was just two years since the 
barbarians first visited Coventry in 
brutal force. They came again, and 
Coventry became a symbol of Nazi 
wrath, while Goebells gloated, But 
Coventry was more, On Good Friday 
in 1941, while the city’s ruins still 
smoldered, a little group gathered in 
the roofless cathedral under’a drizz- 
ling rain, “sorne weeping, some 
grimy, some without sleep for three 
days.” From blackened timbers a 
rude cross had been fashioned; a 
block of masonry formed the pulpit, 
That wag a dark hour; the Nazi tide 
of victory was at flood, and it almost 
geemed that the shadowed scene in 
Coventry was an all too faithful re- 
presentation of the hopes of men of 
good will—shattered by evil, ag the 
outward signs of their faith had been 
shattered, But from Coventry’s im- 
provised pulpit came words of cour- 
age: “There is a strange power in 
these ruins.” One could hear those 
words again in the bells of Coventry 
and fee] that power as they rang:— 
“Our hope for years to come.’ There

On Monday morning last, it was 
truly a pleasant surprise that Fin- 
ance Minister Ilsley handed to the 
housewives of Canada in the reduc- 
tion which then became effective on 
the purchase prices of tea, coffee, 
and oranges, and within a cquple of 
weeks it is expected that fluid milk 
for human consumption will be re- 
ceiving the same treatment, and be’ 
procurable at a rate of two cents per 
quart cheaper, 

In the matter of tea purchases, ten 
cents per pound is the reduction 
which has been arranged, and four 
cents per pound has now been taken 
off coffee. With regard to oranges, 
the reduction price is to be governed 
by the price of these as at September 
to October, 1941, and this should 
bring down the price from seven to 
ten cents per dozen. 

The object of Mr. Ilsley’s price re- 
duction is to stop price inflation at 
all costs, and to offset increase in the 
cost of living due to price rises in 
spite of ceiling gontrol, so as to bring 
the present cost of living “at least 
part of the way back to the level of 
the basic period,” which the govern- 
ment has decided to do by direct ac- 
tion in this maner, ;

HOW TO PREVENT GOITRE,

grown, Invariably such farmers are 
greatly surprised when they see the 
analysis of their crop, Some who 
thought they were. growing Thatcher 


or Apex or Regent or Renown— | 


which are rust-resistant varieties— 
were found to be growing Marquis or 
,; Red Bobs or that old fashioned var- 
iety which seems to have a peculiar 
atraction to some farmers—the s80- 
called Barly Red Fife—all of which 
are badly damaged by rust; 

Usually this came about because 
a farmer bought his seed from a fel- 
low farmer, thinking it was a rust- 
resistant variety. In a rust year, of 
course, those farmers growing a rust 
susceptible variety. would suffer 4 
severe loss of income, It seems, then,’ 
that farmers should assure them- 
selves of the trueness-to-variety of 
any seed they may purchase, Regis- 
tered and Certified seeds are the best 
because their trueness to the variety. 
named is gugranteed.by the Canadian 
Seed Grower's Association or the 
Dominion Government,
